Clash Sharply

LAKE SUCCESS, May 17—| 
(CP)— Russia and the United | 
States appeared headed today 
for a showdown battle in the|

Modified In Towns | 


Employes in towns of 2,000 pop- 
ulation or less who must work in 
split shifts, may now work their 
two shifts inside a 12 hour period, 
according to an announcement to- 
day by the Board of Industrial 
Relations.

1 doubt ff ft is possible in this 
modern world for one nation to 
live unto itself alone. Certainly 
in Canada, where at the present 
time our economy depends for its 
balance on the export of nearly 
40 per cent of all the goods we 
produce, our chances of maintain- 
ing or improving our present 
standard depends on our ability to 
keep our foreign markets. 

Aiready we have been warned 
that we are in grave danger of 
losing these markets to foreign 
competitors who can sell at lower 
prices. If lowering prices to meet 
this competition results in decreas- 
ed profits, decreased wages, and 
decreased returns as well then our 
standard of living is due to flop. 
If on the other hand we can't meet 
that competition we are faced with 
a repetition of the events of the 
1930's. Either way will take a 
beting. 

The only course open to us then 
is to devise ways and means of 
selling our products at lower prices 
without decreasing our purchasing 
power. This can be accomplished 
in only one way. This is by more 
efficient production methods which 
will permit us to make full use 
of our means of production so that 
we get more units of product for 
the same output of capital and 
labor,

IT ALSO MEANS that we must 
make the greatest economic use 
of our manpower and resources. 
If it is impossible for us to prod- 
uce beef for the world market at 
prices which can compete with 
other producers like Argentine, 


then obviously the sensible thing 
is to stop wastefui 


where we can produce on a basis 
which will meet world competition, 
and permit us a fair return for 
our effort, 

In the 1930's we had hundreds 
of millions of bushels of wheat 
rotting for want of a market. A; 
the same time thousands of Orien:- 
als were dying of starvation. But 
the Orientals couldn't buy our 
wheat. The reason for this was that 
they were unable to produce good. 
which might have been exchange: 
for our wheat, It wasn’t lack of 
money which prevented China 
from buying our wheat, It was 
the lack of production which is re. 
presented in exchange transactions 
by money. a 


IN THE WORLD market we 
must compete against the lower 
standards of living prevailing 
among other producers in other 
nations, We can meet this com- 
petition only if by more efficient 
production methods we can prod 
uce more units of products per 
man-hour than they can. We should 
be able to do this in this coun- 
try for example, if the standard 
of living in Never-Never Land is 
half as high as ours and their 
production costs are half as high 
and a worker in that country can 
produce one article per day, then 
we must, in order to maintain our 
standard and compete, produce 
two articles per day. These are 
facts which everyone who is look- 
king to the future should consider,

The chaperone seams to have disappeared, —< with 
many other “quaint” customs of the Victorian era, No longer 
does mother or Aunt Jane sit knitting in the parlor when 
Jack calls on Mary, or make an unwelcomed third party 
when he takes her to the theatre.
